MILK AXD BABIES 


tittle Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. D. LIi. D. 


Commissioner of Health 


One Grand 


Milk is nature's complete food to 


sustain human and animal life. 


Under the conditions this delicate 


food, that meets all the demands of 
the body, would never be exposed to 
the atmosphere, but pass directly 
from the mother to the offspring at 
the proper temperature and without 
the possibility of becoming dirty or 
infected 
with 
disease-producing 


germs. 


Unfortunately the artifical meth- 


ods of living adopted by man have 
made it impossible for us to be faith- 
ful to the laws of nature. 


This week's chat will be confined 


to commercially handled cow's milk". 
Fresh milk or that which has been 
pasteurized may easily become unfit 
for use as a baby's food by the dust 
and dirt and disease germs intro- 
duced through its handling by man 
after it is taken from the cow. 


The milk consumed in the State of 


Pennsylvania alone comes from at 
least 80,000 dairies of our own, be- 
sides the importation of daily train 
loads from our sister states. 


In Pennsylvania we have no thor- 


ough inspection of the milk at any 
stage from the time the cow is milk- 
ed until the fluid reaches the babies. 
There is no law and no appropriation 


—drat -gives any government 
officer 


power to guard properly our little 
children from dirty milk. 


Some of our cities and other mun- 


icipalties are doing all they can to 
take care of their milk supplies. 


The State Department of Health 


feels helpless and asks for 
each 


mother or guardian of a child to help 
force a cleaner supply of milk. 


Never buy milk from a seller who 


wears dirty clothes or whose hands 
and face are unclean. 


See that his 
horse and 
wagon, 


truck, or any vehicle in which he 
carries his product are kept clean. 
If they are not, the milk is almost 
sure to be dirty. 


The milkman should not fill hit, 


bottles en route. They should be fill- 
ed only after being sterilized and be- 
fore they are exposed to dust and 
dirt. Those who fill bottles as they 
deliver often take non-sierilized ones 
irorn one house and deliver milk in 
them to the next customer. 


You should see whether or not the 


empty milk bottles collected are kept 
in his wagon separate from the ful 
bottles. 


* Befoie opening the bottles the caj. 
and top of bottle should be thorough 
ly washed, otherwise the milk flows 
'out over the dirty lip ofj.he bottle

As Department Reports is a stepbro- 
ther, at least, of tHe Harrisburg Tele- 
graph, the Penrose organ at the Ca- 
pital, this probably would not be 
different. 


Department 
Reports 
originally 


was started by the Telegraph Print- 
ing Company. Later is was incorpo- 
rated, with George R. Hull appearing 


as editor and general factotum. Hull 
a Harrisburg lawyer, is a brother of 
Arthur H. Hull, law partner of Sen- 
ator Edward E. Beidleman, president 
pro tern of the state senate.'A cou- 
ple of other Harrisburg corporation 
lawyers are known to be interested 
in Department Reports. Whether the 
Telegraph 
itself ever retained

"But today there are oth- 


er factors to be considered.

zers and machinery cost more.

farmer faces the task of deciding 
whether he can get increased produc-

better by adding area

Instead of expansion the 
question becomes one of intensifica- 
tion and of how much more intensive- 
ly the land should be worked for the

end. On this point we find 


many authorities in agreement."

men and team labor is to increase the 
acre yield. This can be done by fer- 
tilizing.

Doubling the spring fertilizers. 
Giving better cultivation. 
Using better seed.

in price, but nothing like the cost of 
labor and the prices of wheat, corn 
and potatoes."

flition. Freezes help pulverize broken 
ground; they cause the particles to 
crumble, vegetable matter to disinte- 
grate and break down. There is also 
considerable check to the increase of 
Insects. 
Many insects in the pupa 


stage are killed "by very cold weather 
and this means less increase the fol- 
lowing spring and summer. However, 
there are some that stand very low 
temperatures without injury.

BEGIN FIGHT ON PARASITES 


Poor Policy to Walt Until Spring When 


Insects Become Numerous—Dust 


Birds Thoroughly. 


A common practice among poultry 


men is to wait in the spring until lice 
and other parasites have become so 
numerous that they will be noticeable. 
By far the better plan is to begin the 
fight early and keep them from getting 
a start. 


One of the best means of doing this 


is to dust the birds thoroughly with a 
good insect powder, at regular inter- 
vals, beginning in late winter. There 
is no harm in giving the hens an appli- 
cation occasionally even in midwinter 
since they are never entirely free from 
lice, and everyone of these pests killed 


i before the breeding season may mean 
a million or two less to fight next sum- 
mer.

QUICKENS KEPT IN BROODERS 


Much Loss Can Be Avoided by Keep- 


ing Everything Clean—Use Cut 


Straw for Litter. 


Much of the loss in raising chicks 


in brooders can be obviated by keep- 
Ing the floor of brooders and brooder 
horuses covered with an inch of clean 
sand. 


Cut corn stover or cut straw may 


be used on the sand for scratch litter. 
Such material as clover or timothy 
cbaff or buckwheat hulls are objection- 
able In the brooder house. The chicks 
pick up the particles of the fuzzy stuff 
and are not able to pass them through 
the crop. 


The young chicks need a daily feed- 


ing of fine-cut green grass If they are 
to do well. 


Overheated Air. 


A rise of temperature In the sur- 


rounding air diminishes the amount of 
oxygen consumed and the amount of 
dioxide discharged. A fall of temper- 
ature has the opposite effect. In ad- 
dition, the overheated air forms a hot 
Jacket around the body which prevents 
the radiation of heat necessary to keep 
the body in a healthy condition. With 
a sedentary occupation a temperature 
of from 64 to 70 should be maintained 
for comfort and health.

LESSON FOR JUNE 3 


JESUS BETRAYED AND DENIED. 


LESSON TEXT—John 18:1-11, 15-17. 
GOLDEN TEXT—He -was despised and 


rejected of men.—Isa. 53:3. 


In teaching this lesson to some of 


the younger classes, emphasis might be 
placed upon the'dramatic scene in the 
garden of Gethsemane, and Peter's de- 
nial at the are. In some of the inter- 
mediate classes the scholars might be 
asked to write shbrt, one-minute es- 
says, describing the scene as though , 
they, themselves, were present. For 
the adult classes of course the central 
theme is the way that Christ's follow- 
ers neglect him today even as the dis- 
ciples slept in Gethsemane, and be- 
trayed him like Judas or denied him 
like Peter. 


I. The Place of Retreat (w. 1-3). In 


his emphasis upon the spiritual gran- 
deur of the deity of Jesus, John does 
not dwell upon the agony in the gar- 
den. He, however, gives us that noblest 
passage in the New Testament (chs. 
14-17), the like of which cannot be 
found anywhere else in the world's 
writings. Having spoken these words, 
Jesus and his disciples went over the 
Brook Kedron (v. 1) to the garden, 
there to bear the awful weight of 
agony that wa,s crushing him (Matt. 
26 :38), while at the same time he must 
strengthen his disciples, and fortify 
them against the coming trials. That 
this place was a place of frequent re- 
sort for Jesus, Judas was aware. It was 
a sanctuary in which Jesus met the 
Father, and those who knew him 
knew it.as a place of prayer, and the 
most likely place to find him at that 
time of night (v. 3). 
Rebuffed at 


Mary's prodigality, Judas had consort- 
ed with the priests, and now covetous- 
ness is to reap its reward. Judas was 
not hardened in a day. His greed for 
money, while at the same time listen- 
ing to the teachings "of Jesus, had 
gradually hajrdjmej3Jiis_ihj|arit.^ _^^_.— 
""TH Protecting and Protesting (w. 
4-11). (See Matt. 26; Mark 14; Luke 
22). Jesus went forth in order to con- 
centrate the attention of the soldiers 
upon himself, and to prevent a general 
attack upon the disciples. In answer 
to his question, they said they were 
seeking "Jesus, the ISTazarene,'' a term 
of contempt which Jesus answered by 
saying, "I am he." John adds, "and 
Judas also which betrayed him stood 
with them." Greed for money, grow- 
ing into theft and falseness of life, 
ended with the blackest crime the 
world has ever known. His salutation 
sent them backward (v. 6). 
Perhaps i 


among the officers were some who had 
failed to arrest him on a former occa- 
sion (ch. 7:46), and who were now 
overawed by his marvelous words and 
majestic bearing. Again he answered, 
"Whom seek ye?" (v. 7), and they 
said, "Jesus of Nazareth," the same 
words as before, but probably in a 
changed tone, showing that they were 
prepared to listen with respect, though 
certainly not with reverence, to what, 
he might have to offer. What a dra- 
matic picture—the brazenness of sin, 
Judas who stood among the enemy, 
and the fearlessness of virtue, Jesus, 
facing his accusers. Augustine, com- 
menting on this verse, says, "What 
will he do when he comes as a guest, 
If he did this when giving himself up 
as a prisoner?" 
His act, however, 


shielded his disciples, for not one of 
them was to be lost (v. 9 R. V.), and 
he knew they were not strong enough 
yet to stand the test of arrest and 
trial. At this point Peter attempts to 
defend Jesus (v. 10). 


III. Peter Denying (vv. 15-17). As 


Jesus was led away, his disciples for- 
sook him. They all left him, and fled, 
but Mark adds that a certain young 
man followed Jesus. It Is conjectured 
that this young man_jwas_Mark. TVith- 
.o™Kflmess fit action we are now trans- 
ported to the judgment hall. 
Thei-e 


we see him bound, with his hands 
shackled behind his back, , and led 
first to Annas (v. 13), which was an Il- 
legal transaction, "as though some 
reformer should be tried at Tammany 
hall in New York" (Robert E. Speer). 
Annas was now very old. From him 
he was taken to Caiaphas, followed by 
Peter "afar off," now in a different 
mood than when he smote the high 
priest's servant's ear. With him was 
that other disciple (John's way of re- 
ferring to himself). 
Now John was 


known to the high priest, and he went 
in with Jesus into the palace, but 
Peter was standing without at the 
door. Notice the steps of his failure; 
First, he "slept" In the garden; sec- 
ond, 
he followed "afar off" (Ltfke 


22:54); third, he "stood" without; 
fourth, he "sat"'in the midst. 


Then notice the denials, the last ac- 


companied by cursing. 
Attempts to 


compromise with the world meet with 
the same moasure of failure todny as 
when Peter was in the judgment hall. 
Bad company is a good thing to keep 
out of unless gone Into to witness for 
Christ. Poter did not have that pur- 
pose. The Lord hf»d only to "look" at 
Peter (Lnke 22:61) and he "remem- 
bered." We may deny Christ by our 
silence, by remaining outside of thp 
church, by denying his existence, by 
nrofanity, by ridiculing his friends, 
by prnifing his enemies or by living 
a life of worldllnoss.
